FRENCH HOLDING AT VEWK 

The Germans Held In (Ml h 
Spite of Their RepeM 
Onslaaghts. 

Germany has declared war on Port- 
ugal. Thus thirteen countries now 

arc engaged in the I n t e f atto nd 

struggle. 

The declaration of war was made 

by f'lerm.my chiefly on account of the 
recent seizure of (Jerman merchant- 
men interned in I'ortugiiese [xirts and 
Portugal's refusal to rescind this ac- 
tion. A long series of alleged breaches 
of neutrality by the Portuguese gov* 
ernnient also were coiiti ilnilHii: fac- 
tors. 

Fighting between the French and 
the Germans northwest and north of 

Verdun has in no wise slackened. 
Particularly violent have been the at- 
tacks of the Germans to the north of 
Verdun, around Douaumont, the vil- 
lage of Vauxand Fort Vaux, but, 
according to Paris, they went for 
naught. 

The Germans were thrown in solid 
formation against trenches of the 
French bordering on the foot of the 
ridge (lMiiiin;iting Fort \' oj.x, which 
the latest Uvrman official report said 
the Germans had captured; but the 
French drove back the attacking 
forces with "enoi'mous losses." 

Nortlie. -I • • t!ie fort the Germans 
essayed anass;iult agains} the village 
of Vaux, from which they previoqsly 
had been driven by the French, but 
here, also, they weie repulsed, with 
heavy casualties. 

To the west of the Meuse, midway 
between Bethincourt and the river, 
the French have continued on the of- 
fensive in the C'orbeaux wood, and 
are officially reported to have driven 
the Ciermans from almost all of that 
important salient.

The stove Is, compasatltely speak- 
tag, a new laventton. 8o laU aa the 
flmo ot Queen gHaaheth people «M 
not have ehhaaeys; they halH their 
Ores m a round hearth la tha middle 
of the room, and whan ehtameya wars 
latitidaced, the old-faahioned folk all 
grumbled, becauae, they aaM, amoky 
air was good for colds. But to the 
eastward stoves of brick and poree> 
lain were cmraonly us«d. 

A Btove made of brick la ua^ In 
Russia, and in it a slow Ore bums all 
night long. On top of It, when night 
comes, the peasant and hia whole fam- 
ily, in their sheepskins, lie down and 
gSI^'sleep. It is nice and warm, rath- 
er like a window se^ that Is over a 
radiator, thi sometimes there is a 
aecoiid shelf overhead for any sli^n- 
ger who may be staying overnight. 

The brick stove of the Russian 
pessnnt, In all probability, came over- 
land from China too long ago to talk 
about, for the Chinese have stoves of 
brick and clay shaped something like 

In Japan there la not much need ot 
keeping warm, but whatever stoves 
there are in a Japaneae home are low, 
for the life here is all carried on alt- 
ting or kneeling on the floor. There 
is a rough clay stove, made especially 
for the great rice kellle. th&t costs 
only a few cents, and when broken 
the poorest can buy another. There 
is a dainty little charcoal stove on 
which the cooking is done, and beside 
it atands a pretty basket filled with 
the softest and finest cliarcoai. There 
is also a small stove or furnace to heat 
the water for the bath. And still 
more odd la the little earthen bed- 
atove, used as we use a hot-water t>ot> 
tie, shaped like a curled-up cat, and 
It la called "neko" (the kitten). 

The German atove of porcelain, with 
Ita curious decorations, has flgured tn 
many a atory of German life. A por- 
celain atove will hold the heat a long 
time and keep a roMi warm with bat 
little atteotion. 

la Holland, where the working peo- 
ple are often at home tor a little while 
at noon, they have the most thrifty 
a(tangement of all—what ml|^ he 
called a portable stove, a stove tn an 
IroB bookat When the ehUdran' come 
home from adMwl and the older peo- 
ple from work ait aeoa, Instead of 
lighting the kitchen lire, one of the 
children takes the fire bnekot and 
trots aroaad the ooraer to tha lire- 
s. The backet la lost large 
te held a pleoe oC tanhig peat 
or aoaae live eoala^ and a teakettle alts 
on top. The oM woman who aella fire 
and hot water lllla the bucket and ket- 
tle tor a tiny saai, and the child goea 
home with Jaat aaongh lire aad water 
enough for the tsmlly dinner. 

Charcoal Is commonly used for 
cooking in France, Italy and Spain, be- 
cause it makea a email, hot fire. The 
Italian keepa warm (or says he doea) 
over a amall fire ot what we would call 
an earthen hand-warmer with ooala In 
it, called scaldlBO. Only within the 
laat few yeara has It been poaaihle to 
iflnd rooms that were heated on the 
American plan anywhere In Burope. 
The people keep warmer la this coun- 
try thaa la any other spot on the sur- 
face ot tha gloke ta tha toavscato or 
frigid sons.

Bnglneera Plan Irrigation Scheme In 
India .That Is of Enormous Im- 
poftanee to Country. 

The prpatirrifjation scheme known 
a= till' Punjah Triple caiLiI is now 
noariiifr lomjilet ion. Thi.-* enonuou^ 
sy^ti'iii will irriirnte aliout two mil- 
lions of acres in the central Pimjah. 
It appears that in the Punjab twr 
cropii arc rjrown in the year. th( 
kharif or summer crop, from .-Viiril 
to September, and the rahi or winter 
crop, from October to March. Th' 
mcltinp: of the ITimnlayan snows nml 
! the monsoon afTonl aliuiiclaiii water 
for the first of these, but not for thi 
rabi, which is the more valuable of 
the two crops. Transfer of water 
from west to east has therefore be- 
come e.^sential. This sujifilv has tc 
hp carried from the Jlieluin river 
across two other great and widely 
fcparated rivers, the Chenah and 
Havi ; and across inimentiis for- 
midable hill torrents. So eompli tr 
is tbe scheme that flour mills an 
actually provided at the important 
falls, to use the power which would 
otherwise run to waste. There an 
',>i'.G45 miles of channels for irrigat- 
ing purposes in the entire system.
